[Excerpts] Kabul, 16 Feb--The DRA capitai gave a ceremonial welcome to a 
detachment of volunteers which has returned to Kabul after restoring the 
masts of power lines destroyed by the counterrevolutionary gangs. 


As a result of an act of subversion late at night on 4 February the city with 
a population of over 1 million remained without electricity. Enterprises came 
to a standstill. Hospitals, schools, kindergartens and creches were in a 


grave plight.

BAGIROV STRESSES RAPO'S, TASKS AT AGRICULTUKAL AKTIV

(Article: "Intensifying the Political and Organizing Work in Rural Areas, and 
Successfully Fulfilling the 1983 Plans and Pledges: A Meeting of the Republic's 
Party and Economic Activists"] 


[Excerpts] The workers of Azerbaijan worked mer itor iously during the past year. 
After considerably overfulfilling the plans for the second year of the five-year 
plan, they met the year 1983 with an awareness of a duty that had been executed 
and from the very first days of the new year have been applying all their efforts 
to assure that during the middle year of the five-year plan they will not only 
reinforce but will also develop the achieved successes and make a worthy contribu- 
tion to the carrying out of the intentions of the 26th CPSU Congress and the de- 
cisions of the May and November 1982 Plenums of the CPSU Central Committee. 


The measures to fulfill the instructions of the CPSU Central Committee with regard 
to the intensification of political and organizing work in rural areas, the 
guaranteeing of the prompt and complete preparation for the spring field operations, 
and the adoption of the socialist pledges by the workers of Azerbaijan SSR for 1983 
were the topics discussed at a meeting of the republic's party and economic acti- 
vists that was held on 8 January in the Club imeni F. E. Dzerzhinskiy. 


The presidium consisted of members of the Bureau of the Central Committee of the 
Communist Party of Azerba.jan [CPA] K. M. Bagirov, 0. A. Bagirov, G. A. Gasanov, 
V. A. Guseynov, A. V. Kovtunov, I. A. Mamedov, F. E. Musayev, Yu. N. Pugachev, G. 
N. Sendov, S. B. Tatliyev, K. A. Khalilov, Z. M. Yusif-zade; and candidate members 
of the Bureau of the Central Committee, B. S. Kevorkov, R. E. Mekhtiyev, D. M. 
Muslim-zade, K. N. Ragimov, L. Kh. Rasulova, G. Sh. Efendiyev; and responsible 
worker of the CPSU Central Committee, I. N. Kuz'min. 


The meeting was opened by First Secretary of the CPA Central Committee, kK, mM, 
Bagirov. 


A report was given by secretary of the CPA Central Committee, I. A. Mamedov. 


The republic's rural workers, Comrade Mamedov said, worked well during the second 
year of the five-year plan and demonstrated their high level of skills and true 
bravery in growing and gathering in, under the very complicated weather conditions, 





of a record-breaking harvest of the overwhelming majority of agricultural crops. 
And now they are directing their efforts, experience, and knowledge toward the 
fight to implement the historic decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress and the May 
and November 1982 Plenums of the CPSU Central Committee, and toward the further 
increase in the production and procurements of output of vegetable and animal hu 
bandry and the realization of the country’s Food Program. The results of the Novem- 
ber 1982 Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee, and the tasks that evolve fron 

the speech made by General Secretary of the CPSU Central Committee, Comrade Yu. V. 
Andropov, were discussed at the plenum of the CPA Central Committee that was held 

in December. Party, Soviet, and agricultural agencies were required to carry out 
the most rapid elimination of the shortcomings and miscalculations, and to 

eliminate the lag in the performance of an entire complex of operations in agri- 
culture.

At the present time the country's agriculture has entered the critical period of 
preparation for springtime field operations. This is not only an agricultural 
and economic campaign, but also a very important political campaign. 


During the current year our republic's kolkhozes and sovkhozes will have to carry 
out the sowing of spring crops on an area of more than 586,000 hectares. However, 
certain rayons have not fulfilled the established plan for the laying in of 
supplies of seeds, as a result of which one has seen a shortage of seeds for pota- 
toes, oats, barley, soy, and perennial and meadow-pasture grasses. Therefore it 
is urgently necessary to take steps to guarantee the providing of the farms’ 
complete needs for higher grades of seeds. 


Everything is not proceeding favorably with the repairing and preparation of the 
technology for the springtime field operations. The quality of repair is continu- 
ing to cause major reproaches. As of 1 January, a large quantity of equipment 

was in technically inoperable condition: tractors, trucks, drills, cultivators, 
grain-harvesting combines. One cannot reconcile himself to this. The party, 
Soviet, and economic agencies must correct the situation, and must extend the or- 
ganizing work to provide broad support in all agricultural collectives to the 
initiative that has been approved by the CPA Central Committee -- the initiative 
of the mechanizers of Shekinskiy Rayon for the preterm and efficient preparation 
of the technology for the springtime field operations. 


Critical tasks confront the grain-growers, who achieved record-breaking indicators 
in the production of grain last year. The experience of the advanced rayons and 
farms provides a reliable foundation on which the grain-growers are supposed to 
achieve new successes in increasing the harvest yield. And yet, in certain 
rayons, especially the cotton-growing ones, the agricultural workers failed to 
meet the optimal deadlines for the sowing of winter crops, and on a considerable 
area no young shoots have come up yet. In order to correct the situation it will 
be necessary to take careful and well-directed care of the crops and to give 
accelerated dressings of fertilizer to the grain crops, especially on the plots 
that have been lagging behind in their development. The failure of even one 
hectare of grain crops should be viewed as a very serious violation of economic 


and party discipline. 


The republic's grain-growers considerably overfulfilled the strained plans and 
socialist pledges of last year and are now laying a good foundation for advancing 














to newer, higher goals. But there is still a large number of shortcomings. 

The autumn plowing for spring planting is being carried out behind schedule; 

in a number of rayons, an insufficient amount of fertilizers was brought out onto 
the fields to be plowed under. The current washing of saline land is being carried 
out at slow rates. It is necessary to take timely measures to eliminate these 

and other shortcomings. 


The speaker dwelt in detail on the state of affairs in viticulture, vegetable- 
growing, fruit-growing, tea-growing, and tobacco-growing and on the urgent questions 
of increasing the quality of the prespring operations in each of those branches. 
When speaking about the development of potato-growing as an important link in the 
realization of the Food Program, he reminded his audience of the task posed for our 
republic -- the task of achieving the guaranteeing of the complete needs of the 
republic's population for potatoes by means of its own production. And the current 
year must become in this direction a year of a sharp turning point. 


The chief link in the republic's Food Program is animal husbandry, which was the 
special topic of a plenum of the CPA Central Committee that was held in March 1982. 
During the period that has elapsed, much has been done, but the work being carried 
out in the area of animal husbandry and fodder production, and the growth rates 

for livestock productivity do not yet meet the requirements of the May and November 
1982 Plenums of the CPSU Central Committee. The rich reserves available to the 
animal farms are being used in a manner that is far from economical. As compared 
with 1981, the farms in a number of rayons have sharply reduced the volume of 
procurement of livestock and poultry and have reduced the procurement of milk. 


Noticeable shifts during the past two years were achieved by the workers in the 
poultry-raising industry, who during that period increased the procurements of 
meat by a factor of 2, and eggs by a factor of 1.3. However, here too the 
opportunities and reserves are being used incompletely. The party has given us 
the task, Comrade Mamedov emphasized, within the next few years, of achieving a 
substantial improvement in the rate to which the public is supplied with products 
of animal husbandry, basically from our republic's own production. 


Now is the most critical time for carrying out the livestock wintering-over opera- 
tions. But many animal farms and complexes prepared poorly for them. Because of 
the unsatisfactory work of Gossnab and Goskomsel'khoztekhnika, many rayons did not 
receive the complete supplies of building materials for repairing the animal farms 
and complexes. Not all the fodder shops, fodder kitchens, and fodder plants 

have been put into technically serviceable condition. In a few places the plan 
for construction of them has been disrupted. Many facms have been poorly provided 
with fodders. A large number of kolkhozes and sovkhozes laid in supplies of them 
that are considerably less than the need. The task consists in assuring the 
thrifty, economical use of every kilogram of fodder, and the feeding of the fodders 
to the livestock only in prepared, balanced form. 


There are many unresolved problems in the water-management construction. The work 
level of Glavazmeliovodstroy does not yet meet present-day requirements. There is 

a low effectiveness of the use of capital investments there. The fulfillment of 

the plan for activation of capacities is being carried out by means of small-scale, 
secondary projects, with the regular disruption of the assignments for the construc- 
tion of the most important projects that are in excess of the financial 
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limit. There have been a large number of shortcomings in the work cf the 
agencies of the republic's Minvodkhoz, where there is a low level of repair an 
technical operation of the irrigation and collect ion-and-drainage networks, and 
the quality of the washing of saline land is low. The managers of the water- 
management agencies must make specific conclusions from the criticisa. 


The carrying out of the tasks that have been posed, the speaker said in conclusion, 
will be promoted in every way by the agroindustrial associations that have been 
created in conformity with the decisions of the May Plenum of the CPSU Central Com- 
mittee in all areas, the oblast, and the autonomous republic. They have been 
called upon t» raise to a qualitatively new level the development of all branches 
of the agroindustrial complex. And the first eaamination for these associations 
will be the preparation for the entire cycle of springtime field operations, the 
carrying out of the sowing of spring crops at the best times and on a high 
agrotechnical level. 


The chief task that confronts the rural workers today was defined by the decisions 
of the May 1982 Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee and the requirements of the 
country's Food Program, AzSSR Minister of Agriculture M. G. Askerov said, opening 
the discussion period. 


Speaking about the decisive importance of grain production, the speaker reported 
that during the past year, as compared with 1981, the republic produced 61,000 
tons more grain. The average harvest yield on the kolkhozes was 28 quintals per 
hectare; on sovkhozes, 18 quintals per hectare. That, of course, does not corres- 
pond to the republic's capabilities. An alarming situation is developing this 
year when weak sprouts of winter crops came up on 23,000 hectares. Another 
alarming situation is the appearance on sown areas of agricultural pests in large 
quantity. This obliges the ministry to take timely steps to correct the situation. 
In the area of cotton-growing, the task consists in carrying out to the fullest 
extent all the agrotechnical measures, the decisive fight against moths and 

other pests, and guaranteeing promptly, at a high level, the wintering-over 
operations and the washing of the earth. 


Shortcomings in animal husbandry are being eliminated slowly, and the main reasons 
for this lie in the lack of any solid fodder base and the poor quality of the 
fodders that are laid in at the farms and that are produced at state enterprises. 


The minister reported on the measures that have been directed at the further 
reinforcement of the fodder base and about the new, highly-productive varieties 

of corn and other crops that have been recommended to the farms. Simultaneously it 
is necessary to make broader application of the experience of the Moscow and other 
animal-husbandry collectives in using artificial insemination, which can consider- 
ably increase the effectiveness of the branch. 


The republic's grape-growers have successfully completed the year that has elapsed, 
said Deputy Chairman of the State Committee on Viticulture and Winemaking, Azerbai- 
jan SSR, A. N. Asudullayev. At the same time he recognized the serious shortcomings 
in the work of the State Committee, especially in the area of grain-growing and 
animal tusbandry. During the past year the average harvest yield of grain crops on 
farms included in his system was considerably lower than the republic indicators, 





especially in Dzebrail’skiy, Divichinskiy, and Angelanskiy Rayons. The livestock 
productivity is low on many animal farms. 


Chairman of Goskomsel"khoztekhnika, AzSSR, Kh. G. Kerimov, stated that the serious 
shortcomings and omissions that were noted in the work of the agricultural agencies 
also exist in the activities of Goskomsel'khoztekhnika, chiefly with regard to the 
setting up of a smoothly operating, single engineering service in the system of the 
rayon agroindustrial complex. All the farms that lack a repair base have not yet 
been provided with the technical servicing of their machine-tractor pool. The re- 
pair of the equipment is being delayea at the repair bases and the "raysei'khoz- 
tekhnika’s" and one still encounters instances of poor quality of repair. 


The speaker admitted that the State Committee, its main administrations, and 
subordinate organizations have been engaging insufficiently in questions of the 
mechanization of animal husbandry and fodder production, and have not been render- 
ing the proper technical assistance in the operation of the equipment on the animal 
farms or in the training of personnel. He reported that at the present time 

all the agricultural operations in the shops, on the animal farms, and at the 
repair plans have been taken under constant control and he gave assurances that 
the workers of Goskomsel'khoztekhnika will decisively eliminate from everyday 
practice any red-tape procedures, will actively participate in the work of the 
rayon agroindustrial associations, and will take all steps to promote their 
effectiveness. 


The reasons for the insufficient return on the lands being irrigated were analyzed 
by Minister of Land Reclamation and Water Management, AsSSR, M. I. Aliyev. He 
spoke about the low level of operation and the technical condition of the 
irrigation and collection-and-drainage systems. A considerable part of the irriga- 
tion networks is in a neglected state. It is necessary to effect a fundamental 
improvement in the use of the irrigation water, the drawing of which greatly 
exceeds the established norms. 


After dwelling on the steps being taken to eliminate the shortcomings that wer 
mentioned, the speaker said that at the present time operations are under way 

to carry out the capital repair of a number of canals and other hydraulic struc- 
tures. In order to assure the prompt preparation of the water-management structures 
for the irrigation seasons, it is planned to carry out the cleaning of the irriga- 
tion and collection-and-drainage network,and to repair the pumping stations and 
subartesian wells. Current washing of saline land will be carried out on an 

area of 80,000 hectares, and water-charging irrigations on 265,000 hectares. How- 
ever, these operations are still lagging behind in all rayons, especially in 
Saatlinskiy, Kyurdamirskiy, Zhdanovskiy, Agdzhabedinskiy, Yevlakhskiy, Udzharskiy, 
and Sabirabadskiy Rayons. Irrigation of winter grain crops has, for the time 
being, been extended to smaller areas than as of the same date last year, although 
all the conditions exist for carrying out this operation. 


A long speech at the meeting was given by First Secretary of the CPA Central 
Committee, Comrade K. M. Bagirov. 


Our country, he said, has entered the third year, the middle year, of the llth 
Five-Year Plan. Soviet citizens, who have marked with a tremendous amount of

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political and labor enthusiasm the nationwide holiday, the ®O0th anniversary of 
the tormation of the USSR, have extended with new force the fight for the 


ful implementation of the decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress. 


The festivities devoted to the holiday celebration of the USSR became an outstanding 
event in the life of our Motherland, an event of intransitory international sociai 
and political importance. The brilliant and deeply meaningful report by General 
Secretary of the CPSU Central Committee, Comrade Yu. V. Andropov at the festive 
session in Moscow was perceived by our party, by all the Soviet nation, and by 
public opinion throughout the world, as a document of tremendous political import- 
ance, as a new contribution to the cause of peace and detente, and to the develop- 
ment of the problems of communist construction in our country.

New evidence of the party's concern for the development of agriculture is provided 
by the measures that were developed by the CPSU Central Committee for organizing 
the exemplary preparation for spring sowing, which is supposed to guarantee high 
harvest in 1983. 


The CPSU Central Committee has directed us toward the taking of the necessary steps 
to intensify the political and organizing work among the kolkhoz members, the sov- 
khoz workers, and the specialists in agriculture, and to guarantee the prompt and 
complete preparation for field operations so that the spring sowing operations in 
1983 will be carried out in the most compressed periods of time. 


The party and economic activists listened to the report by Secretary of the CPA 
Central Committee, Comrade I. A. Mamedov, and an informational report by the 
managers of ministries, and by the secretaries of the party's oblast and rayon 
committees about the state of affairs in the republic's agriculture, our achieve- 
ments, and, chiefly, the shortcomings and tasks at that critical stage of the 
operations when the basis is being laid for the harvest in the third year of the 


five-year plan. 


As can be seen in what was stated today in the statements made by our comrades, the 
republic is carrying out a large amount of intensive work in the outlying areas 
to prepare for that very important agricultural campaign -- the springtime sowing 


operations. 


At the same time I would Like once again to direct the attention of the adminis- 
trators of ministries and departments, party and Soviet agencies, and managers and 
specialists in all links of the agroindustrial complex to the serious shortcomings, 
omissions, and unresolved questions that stili exist. 


The critical comments that were expressed and the tasks that were posed must fcrm 
the basis of the entire organizing, political, and economic activity of every 
par. organization, rayon, city, and oblast committee, and all the Soviet and 
economic agencies. It is necessary to create everywhere an atmosphere of high 
demandingness, of taking a critical attitude to what has been achieved, and to 
confirm in practical work the unity of word and deed. All this, in the final 
analysis, must guarantee for us the successful carrying ouc of the spring sowing 
and the examplary wintering-over of the livestock, and the achievement of good 
final results in our work of carrying out the Food Program. 











Yesterday the Bureau of the CPA Central Committee adopted an extended decree 

about the tasks of the party, Soviet, and economic agencies in the republic 

to intensify the rates of agricultural operations in the light of the requirements 
of the CPSU Central Committee, 


The Central Committee of the CPA notes that in the preparation for the spring 
sowing and the carrying out of other operations in agriculture, there exist serious 
shertcomings and omissions. It must be stated outright that we consider that 

what has been done so far is unsatisfactory. 


The autumn plowing, despite the expiration of the cptimal dates, has been carried 
out on only 89 percent of the area in the republic as a whole. 


The fate of this year’s harvest depends to a considerable degree upon the extent 

to which the farms are provided with irrigation water, and upon the precise, 
time-responsive operation of all the water-management organizations and their local 
subdivisions. At the present time it is especially important to accumulate promptly 
a sufficient reserve supply of water in the bodies of water, in order to guarantee 
the optimal irrigation norms throughout the agricultural year. The data taat 

has been cited here would seem to give hopes to us, but one should not be compla- 
cent. It is necessary, without losing time, to put into complete order all the 
intrafarm and mainline canals, the collect ion-and-drainage necwork, the pumps, and 
the pumping stations. It is very important to introduce everywhere the progressive 
technological methods of irrigation, and take an economical, thrifty attitude toward 
irrigation water. 


There is a large number of shortcomings in the work of the agracult:ral ministries 
and departments and their agencies in the outlying areas. No provision has beer 
made for the laying in of the necessary quantity of seeds for spring crops, or 
the bringing of those seeds up to the sowing grades. The Ministry of Agriculture 
has been very slow and unoryanized in redistributing the ;eeds of spring crops 
among the rayons and have not provided for the checking of the quality of the sow- 
ing material. The Ministry of Fruit and Vegetable Management and the State Com- 
mittee on Viticulture and Winemaking have been unsatisfactorily reorgatizing 

their work in seed production. Instead of carrying wut purposeful, 

consistent work to guarantee the needs of the subordinate farms for seeds that 
they have produced themselves, they continue to put their reliance upun the obdtain- 
ing of sowing material from state resources. 


The Ministry of the Cotton-Ginning Industry has been unsatisfactorily carrying out 
the ginning of the seed cotton. And we are making serious claims against its 
leadership. Out of 141,200 tons of raw cotton, only 86,000 tons have been ginned, 
and only 80 percent of the plan for cotton seeds has been fulfilled. 


We are especially alammed by the fact that Goskomsel 'khoztekhnika, the Ministry 

of Agriculture, the Ministry of Fruit and Vegetable Management, State Committee for 
Viticulture and Winemaking, and their agencies in the outlying areas are poorly 
carrying out the preparation of the agricultural technology for the springtime 
field operat tions. 


Numerous subdivisions in those ministries and departments continue to concentrate 
their attention basically on questions of the distribution of technology and 














spare parts and engage usatisfactorily in the organizing of repair and technical 
servicing. As a result, the plan for the repair of tractors and trucks has been 
disrupted and the quality of the repair operations causes serious reproaches. 

As of 1 January 1983, the equipment that was technically unserviceable included a 
large number of tractors and trucks, almost one-sixth of the drills and cultivators, 
and there was a lag in the repair of the other technology. 


Comrades, we are very alarmed by the serious situation that has developed with 
winter grain crops. The sowing plan was fulfilled by 96 percent. Fifteen rayons 
failed to cope with that work. Sprouts of winter crops for grain failed to 
appear on an area of 28,000 hectares. On a considerable area, the plants entered 
the winter in a weakened condition. With this state of affairs the agricultural 
ministries and departments, and the party's oblast, city, and rayon committees 
still have rot been providing for the carrying out of a special complex of agro- 
technical measures that is aimed at obtaining fully profitable hectares, and the 
conversion to grain of the winter crops that were sown for green fodder is being 
carried out unsatisfactorily. The areas that are to be repaired and resown have 


not been finally established, and the question of providing the repair operations 
with seeds has not been resolved. 


The republic's kolkhozes and sovkhozes disrupted the plan for the planting of 
orchards and vineyards, as well as the assignments to eliminate sparseness, 

the assignments to espalier the grapevines, to carry out pruning and other agro- 
technical operations in caring for perennial plantings. Alargedelay in the plant- 
ing of vineyards occurred on farms in Nakhichevan ASSR, and in Akhsuinskiy, 
Dzhalilabadskiy, Dzhebrail'skiy, Fizulinskiy, and other rayons. One would think 
that the administrators in thos rayons should make the serious conclusions from 
today's criticism. 


Serious shortcomings exist in animal husbandry. In 1982 the farms in NKAO [Nagorno- 
Karabakh Autonomous Oblast], and Agdashskiy, Geokchayskiy, and Divichinskiy Rayons 
failed to cope with the plans for procurement of livestock and poultry; and the 
farms in Kusarskiy and Divichinskiy Rayons failed to cope with the plans for pro- 
curement of milk. In 21 rayons, as compared with 1981, there was a reduction in 


the volume of procurement of livestock and poultry, and in Nakhichevan ASSR in 
seven rayons, milk, and 18 rayons, eggs. 


For the republic as a whole, no provision has been made for the fulfillment of the 
task assigned by the CPA Central Committee for increasing, during the winter period 
as compared with last year's wintering-over operations, the amounts of milk produced 


per cow, and the procurement of livestock, poultry, and milk, and we are absolutely 
unable to reconcile ourselves to this. 


The ministries, departments, and rayon organizations have not provided the proper 
preparation for wintering-over operations, and in a number of rayons the fodder- 
preparation technology, equipment, and machinery on the animal farms have not been 
put in good working order. Justified criticism here has been directed at the 
leadership of Gossnab and Goskomsel'khoztekhnika, which failed to provide the 
farms with bullding materials for repairing the animal-husbandry facilities. 


All the areas of uncompleted work that exist are the result of the poor work by 
the Ministry of Agriculture, the Ministry of Fruit and Vegetable Management, the 











State Committee for Viticulture and Winemaking, and Goskomsel"khoztekhni«a, which 
have been doing insufficient work to mobilize the apparatus and the rayon agencies 
for the time-responsive resolution of the first-priority tasks of agricultural pro- 
duction and have not been showing the proper demandingness toward the administrators 
and specialists in their subordinate subdivisions. 


The party's oblast, city, and rayon committees have not extended the proper organiz- 
ing and mass-political work to mobilize the efforts of the rural workers for 

the prompt and efficient conducting of the agrotechnical measures, and one can 

sense their incomprehensible complacency and uncritical attitude toward the job at 
hand. In a number of rayons, no socialist competition for highly productive labor 
or for the successful carrying out of the livestock wintering-over operations has 
been extended, and the proper production and cultural conditions for the animal- 
growers, mechanizers, and other categories of workers have not been created. 


The CPA Central Committee feels that the work of the Ministry of Agriculture, the 
Ministry of Fruit and Vegetable Management, the State Committee for Viticulture and 
Winemaking, and Goskomsel'khoztekhnika in preparing for the sowing of the spring 
crops, and for the carrying out of other operations in vegetable husbandry and 
animal husbandry, does not meet the requirements of the May and November 1982 
Plenums of the CPSU Central Committee or the plenum of the CPA Central Committee 


that was held in December 1982. 


The CPA Central Committee directs the attention of Minister of Agriculture Comrade 
M. G. Askerov, Minister of Fruit and Vegetable Management Comrade T. Kh. Orudzhev, 
Chairman of the State Committee for Viticulture and Winemaking Comrade Yu. K. 
Ryazev, Chairman of Goskomsel'khoztekhnika Comrade Kh. G. Kerimov, and all their 
deputies to their personal responsibility for the elimination of the existing 
shortcomings and omissions in the preparation for the sowing of the spring crops, 
in the carrying out of livestock wintering-over operations, and other agricultural 


operations. 


The CPA Central Committee has required the Ministry of Agriculture, Ministry of 
Fruit and Vegetable Management, the State Committee for Viticulture and Winemaking, 
Goskomsel 'khoztekhnika, the winistry of Land Reclamation and Water Management, Min- 
istry of Procurements, Azersel'khozkhimiya, Ministry of the Cottor-Ginning Industry, 
Gossnab, the State Committee for Supplying Petroleum Products, Glavazmeliovodstroy, 
the party oblast, city, and rayon committees, and the oblast and rayon agroindustri- 
al associations to develop and carry out specific measures to assure the prompt 

and efficient preparation for and carrying out of the spring sowing, the obtaining 
of fully productive hectares on the entire winter field, the considerable intensi- 
fication of the operations in the orchards and vineyards, and the attainment of 

the high productivity of the farms during the winter period. 


Tie agricultural ministries and departments and the party's oblast, city, and 

rayon committees must guarantee the effective use of the winter period for the 
training and retraining of agricultural personnel, for the purpose of teaching 
workers at the middle-management level and in mass occupations, and for the purpose 
of having the administrative party, Soviet, and economic workers and specialists 
study the peculiarities of working under conditions of the agroindustrial associa- 


tions. 
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We decided to listen, at the CPA Central Committee in early February 1983, to 

the report from the managers of the agricultural ministries and departments about 
the fulfillment of the adopted decree. Therefore I would like once again to warn 
our comrades about the importance and responsibility of this question. 


Comrades, it is necessary for us, as the party requires, to establish the 

strictest party control over the course of the entire complex of agricultural 
operations in all sectors, in all links. It is necessary to increase demanding- 
ness, the demand for concrete affairs, concrete work with every administrator and 
executor, and to achieve effective and unconditional fulfillment of every decision. 


Large and responsible tasks confront the republic's mass-information media. I would 
like to emphasize that our newspapers, radio, and television have not yet extended 
any active work to throw light upon the rate of preparation for the spring sowing. 
There have been no sharp critical statements that would reveal the shortcomings and 
omissions, or would «ention the names of the persons to blame for disrupting impor- 
tant measures. Advanced experience is being poorly propagandized and revealed. 


The CPSU Central Committee requires the strictest fulfillment of the decisions of 
the May 1982 Plenum of the Central Committee, and the high responsibility of all 
the party, Soviet, and economic administrators at all levels for the carrying out 
of all agricultural operations. The same strict demand, the same demandingness, 
must be made of the administrators of all ranks, both toward themselves and toward 


their subordinates. 


We know that in our ministries and departments, and in the outlying areas, not 
everyone has proved to be ready for that approach. A demanding, businesslike style 
is not yet typical of the activities of the administrators and apparatus every- 
where. Taking into consideration the importance of this question, the CPA Central 
Committee requires each administrator to reorganize his work and, within a short 
period of time, to eliminate the shortcomings and change his attitude to the 


important job. 


We have been receiving signals to the effect that the administrators of the party, 
Soviet, and economic agencies have been unjustifiably and needlessly interfering 
in the work of the kolkhozes and sovkhozes, have frequently been taking people 
away from their work, and have been issuing instructions dealing with the tiniest 
economic questions. Comrades, it is necessary to stop that, and to give a large 
amount of independence to the farm administrators, to stop acting as a guardian 
and distracting people for trivial reasons, and to act decisively to reduce the 
number of conferences and meetings on insignificant questions. 


I would like once again to dwell on a certain urgent problem. As youknow, 

in execution of the decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress and the May 1982 Plenum 
of the Central Committee, the country is carrying out a large amount of work 

to achieve the further improvement of the administration of agriculture and the 


branches linked with it. 


According to the decree issued by the party and the government, appropriate 
agencies of administration are being formed -- rayon, oblast, and republic (in 

the autonomous republics) agroindustrial associations -- RAPO [rayon agroindustrial 
associations], the members of which are the administrators of all the organizations 
operating within the rayon agroindustrial complex. 
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The activities of these associations and their councils are currently being 
given exceptionally great importance. They must exert a complete effect upon 
increasing the production of products of agriculture and must independently 
resolve all the questions that arise. 


Our republic has completed the organizational part of the work of creating the 
Nakhichevan republic, Nagorno-Karabakh oblast, and all the rayon agroindustrial 
associations (RAPO); the councils of those associations have been formed; and the 
chairmen of the councils have been elected -- they are also the first deputy 
chairmen of the rayon executive committees. The RAPO structure has been approved, 
the size of the apparatus has been defined, etc. 


Thus, the first steps have been taken. But it will be necessary to do a lot more. 
As was pointed out by the inspection and discussion at the Central Committee's 
Bureau of the question of creating RAPO's in Sabirabadskiy, Shamkhorskiy, and 
Agdashskiy Rayons, the party's rayon committees have been underevaluating the 

role and importance of the agroindustrial association in realizing the decisions 

of the May 1982 Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee and in the further development 
of economic production; they have been slow to create and organize smooth operations 
of that very important link in the administration of the agroindustrial complex. 
There has been no proper resolution of the questions of staffing the RAPO's with 
skilled, innovative personnel who possess good organizing capabilities. In 

these and many rayons there is an insufficiently clear idea of the tasks and 
functions of the RAPO's themselves. It is necessary for these very important and 
responsible jobs to be filled ty competent, experienced specialists with a thorough 
knowledge of their job, people who are able to analyze things well and make the 
correct decisions not only with regard to agricultural questions, but also with 
regard to the coordination and direction of the werk of all the related branches 
represented in the RAPO. 


Comrades in the outlying areas must completely realize that the RAPO is a very 
important agency of administration for producing i vod products, and its council 
is the highest agency of administration in that complex. 


The RAPO's and their councils have been assigned responsible tasks involving 

the highly productive use of the land, the involvement of that land in agricul- 
tural circulation, in the efficient use of capital investments, the material- 
technical, labor, financial, and other resources of the entire complex, proceeding 
from the need to concentrate them in the most important sectors; the centraliza- 
tion of the fulfillment of individual production-economic functions, as well as 

a number of other very important functions, up to and including the carrying out 
of measures for developing the personal subsidiary farms run by citizens and the 
rural subsidiary farms run by enterprises and organizations; and in the compre- 
hensive reorganization of rural everyday life. 


The carrying out of these important tasks and functions requires the large 
independence of the RAPO's and their councils, and the rendering to them, in their 
everyday activities, of complete aid on the part of the republic's ministries and 
departments and, without a doubt, primarily on the part of the rayon party commit- 
tees and rayon executive committees. 
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When increasing the responsibility and authority of the RAPO's and all their links 
for the successful resolution of the tasks that have been assigned to the associa- 
tion, and when showing demandingness toward its personnel and the rayon party 
committees, it is necessary to depart decisively from petty guardianship in their 


work. 


The creation Of RAPO's, comrades, must be viewed first of all as the intensifica- 
tion of party management of agriculture on a correct, scientific basis, and it 
must contribute to increasing the party responsibility of the party's rayon commit- 
tees for the work of the entire agroindustrial complex, for the state of affairs 

in each of its sectors. 


The rayon committees are obliged to coordinate and direct the efforts of all the 
primary party organizations in the agroindustrial complex, to generalize and 
disseminate the advanced experience, to answer for the placement and selection 

of personnel, to reinforce all the most important sectors with skilled specialists 
and capable organizers. The pai_y organizations must concentrate all their organiz- 
ing and political work on assuring that everyone works with the complete applica- 
tion of his efforts, and does as much as he can to accelerate the rates of develop- 
ment of the rates of agricultural production and to increase the effectiveness of 


production and increase the labor productivity. 


Comrades! It would seem that our discussion today about the current tasks that 
are confronting our republic's attitude, was a productive and beneficial one. Our 
activists’ agenda contains one more very important question. It will be necessary 
for us today to consider and to accept the socialist pledge from the republic for 
1983. The draft version of the socialist pledges generalizes everything that was 
stipulated by the socialist pledges that were taken by all the collectives of 
workers in the republic. It summarizes all those rough drafts that every worker, 
every kolkhoz member, every laborer in the republic defined for himself for 1983. 


The industrial workers, implementing the decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress and 
the 30th CPA Congress and having broadly extended the socialist competition for 
the worthy greeting of the 60th anniversary of the formation of the USSR, success- 
fully fulfilled the plans and pledges for the celebration year and the first two 
years of the ilth Five-Year Plan. 


The 1982 plan for the sale of output and for the production of many very important 
types of articles was fulfilled ahead of schedule, on 28 December. The amount of 
output sold in addition to the plan was valued at 140.1 million rubles. The 
growth rate for the volume of industrial production was 4.9 percent, as compared 
with the 3.2 percent according to the refined plan. During the first two years of 
the current five-year plan, the volume of industrial production in the republic 
increased by 12.3 percent, as compared with an assignment of 11 percent. 


A further increase in the effectiveness of production and the quality of work has 
been assured. Labor productivity increased by 3.9 percent, with a developed plan 
of 0.8 percent. The increase in labor productivity accounted for 79.6 percent of 
the increase in industrial output. Since the beginning of the five-year plan, 
labor productivity in industry increased by 9.7 percent, as compared with the 
assignment of 8.7 percent for the five-year plan. 
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The volume of production of output with a higher category of quality ‘ncreased by 
8.4 percent. Its share in the overail volume of production was 15.3 percent, as 
compared with a developed plan of 14.8 percent. 


Large and responsible casks confront our republic's industry during the current 
year. The labor collectives in industry pledged, on the basis of complete intensi- 
fication of production, the increase in its effectiveness, the acceleration of 
scientific-technical progress, and the improvement of the management style and 
methods, that they would guarantee the preterm fulfillment of the plan for the 
first three years of the 1lth Five-Year Plan for industrial production. The 
socialist pledges stipulate the achievement of the overfulfillment of the estab- 
lished annual assignment for increase in the volume of production and labor 
productivity by 5 percent; the reduction of the net costs of production; the 
obtaining of 7 million rubles of profit im excess of plan; the increase in return 
on investments by one percent; and a 20-percent overfulfillment of the assignment 
for the production of articles with a higher category of quality. It is planned, 
by means of the introduction of efficiency-improvement suggestions and inventions, 
to obtain an economic benefit of more than 70 million rubles. 


The industrial workers decided that they would produce in excess of plan a con- 
siderable amount of natural gas, electric energy, fuel, mineral fertilizers, 
oil-field and electrical-engineering equipment, chemicai and petrochemical output, 
and many very important types of consumer goods. 


It is planned to accelerate the redesigning, expansion, and technical re-equipping 
of existing enterprises, to achieve the comprehensive mechanization and automation 
of dozens of enterprises, shops and sectors, to introduce into production 100 
mechanized and automated flow lines, and to assimilate the production of many new 
types of machinery, equipment, instruments, and consumer goods. 


The labor collectives of transportation organizations pledged, by means of the 
acceleration of the railroad-car turnover, the precise interaction and coordination 
of all types of transportation, to haul, in excess of plan, 1.8 million tons of 
freight for the national economy. 


An important place in the socialist pledge® ‘ws been given to questions of increas- 
ing the rigidity of measures for ensuring economy and thrift, and for the efficient 
use of fuel-and-energy resources and resources of raw and other materials. The 
pledges for 1983 provide for the economizing of 16,000 tons of metal, 150,000 tons 
of conventional fuel, 31,000 tons of diesel fuel; 22,000 tons of motor-vehicle 
gasoline, 250 million kilowatt-hours of electric energy, and 600,000 gigacalories 


of thermal energy. 


As can be seen from the figures that have been cited, the socialist pledges of the 
republic's industrial workers for 1983 are extremely strained. Their realization 
requires all ministries, departments, enterprises, party, Soviet, and economic 
agencies, and trade-union and Komsomol organizations to locate and activate all 
the existing reserves and opportunities for the maximum mobilization of the 
efforts of all the labor collectives toward the further increase in the effective- 
ness of production, its intensification, and the unconditional fulfillment of the 
assignments for increase of labor productivity and the other technical-economic 














indicators, and toward bringing them consistently closer to the high results 
achieved by the advanced collectives in the appropriate branches. 


At the same time, as has been indicated by an analysis of last year's results, 
all the reserves in industry have not been used with sufficient effectiveness. 

In the work of a number of ministries, departments, and enterprises one continues 
to see substantial shortcomings and omissions. Those shortcomings were discussed 
very sharply by us at the plenum of the CPA Central Committee that was held in 
December 1982. Therefore, without going into the details, I would like once 
again to direct attention only to certain key questions that require their deci- 
sion during the current year. 


First of all, there is the absolute observance of planning discipline, the 
unconditional fulfillment of the established assignments in all respects. Special 
attention must be devoted to contractual obligations involving shipments, since 
it is impossible to consider it to be normal when, on the basis of last year's 
results, the plans for sale of output were not fulfilled by 23 associations and 
enterprises, or 4.6 percent of their total number, which undersold output valued 
at more than 103.5 million rubles. Twenty-four enterprises and associations, or 
4.8 percent, failed to cope with the assignment for volume of production. They 
underproduced output valued at 86.6 million rubles. The greatest number of 
lagging enterprises is in Minlegprom, Minmestprom, the Kaspmorneftegazprom 

VPO [All-Union Industrial Association], in the industry of the cities of Baku, 
Kirovabad, Sumgait, Mingechaur, etc. 


Plan disruptions that are extremely inadmissible are those involving the sale 

of output with a consideration of the fulfillment of contractual obligations 
pertaining to shipments. For the republic's industry as a whole, the contractual 
obligations were not fulfilled by 186 enterprises, or 36 percent of their total 
number; they underdelivered output, as against the concluded contracts and pledges, 
valued at 342.2 million rubles. I must subject to very serious criticism Min- 
neftekhimprom, Minpromstroymaterialov, Minlesprom, Minpishcheprom, Minlegprom, 

and others, where the largest number of such enterprises exists. The situation is 
unsetisfactory with the fulfillment of plan according to the products list. 


The economic administrators and party and Soviet agencies in the outlying areas 
must become solidly aware that there is no plan without discipline in its execu- 
tion. It is only high planning discipline that is the guarantee of the successful 
realization of the tasks of the further development of the national economy. 


The successful fulfillment of the plans and the accepted high socialist pledges 
must rely on the maximum use of the available reserves for increasing the effec- 
tiveness of production, and primarily the labor productivity, and the improvement 
of the qualitative indicators of work. 


In this regard it is completely inadmissible that, with regard to last year's 
results, the plans for labor productivity were not fulfilled by 38 associations 
and enterprises, or 8.8 percent of their total number. 


There exists a large amount of unused opportunities for the further increase in the 
production of output with a higher category of quality. Despite the overfulfill- 
ment, for industry as a whole, of the 1982 plan for the production of such output, 
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18 enterprises, or almost every fifth one, failed to cope with the plan for 
that indicator, underproducing output with the Seal of Quality with a total value 
of 25.6 million rub‘es. 

special role in resolving the forthcoming tasks is given to the transportation 
Organizations. During the current year it is planned to increase the freight 
turnover by all types of transportation by 1.4 percent; and passenger turnover by 
2.4 percent. The successful fulfillment of the established assignments requires 


well-coordinated and precise work by all the links in the transportation conveyor 
belt, and primarily the Azerbaijan Railroad. And yet, during the very first 

days of January, we can sense the griat tension in the work of the railroad, fre- 
quent disruptions in the shipments cf very important freight for the national 
economy, and other serious shortcomings and breakdowns. The hauling of passengers 
is not being carried out at the proper level; there is a lack of the most elemen- 
tary efficiency in providing services to the passengers either at the train 
Stations or while en route. 


All this forces one to doubt whether, in general, the administrators of the Azer- 
baijan Railroad can cope with the duties entrusted to them. 


We demand once again that the administrators of the transportation organizations, 
and primarily the Azerbaijan Railroad, make, finally, the proper conclusions 

from the criticism directed at them, that they create a major improvement in their 
work, and sharply increase the labor discipline, and the responsibility of the 
administrators of the services and subdivisions for raising the level of organi- 
zation of the operational work, the effectiveness of using the rolling stock, and 
the introduction of the proper order in all links of transportation. Speaking 
inkly, we have already become ashamed to hear the criticism directed at the 
Azerbaijan Railroad on the part of the CPSU Central Committee, the union 

Ministry of Railroads, and the neighboring railroads. The questions of improving 
the work of the railroad and of all the transportation enterprises Should be the 
object of constant attention by our party committees. However, the Baku City 
Committee and the party's rayon committees deal very little with the organizations 
of railroad transportation.

The administrators of the ministries and departments should also devote serious 
attention to questions of the prompt unloading of the railroad cars and the re- 
moval of freight shipments that have accumulated in large number at the warehouses 


and stations. 


Comrades! As you know, exceptionally complicated weather conditions developed 
last year for agriculture. Frequent rain storms, flood waters, and hail storms 
inflicted considerable losses on the harvest and created a large amount of strain 
in carrying out the agricultural operations. However, thanks to the high level of 
organization and their increased skills, the rural workers successfully coped with 
all the difficulties and fulfilled the plans and socialist pledges for the pro- 
duction and sale of all products of vegetable and animal husbandry. A record- 
beaking volume of grapes, vegetables, fruits, potatoes, and other produce was 
turned over to the state. 


According to preliminary data, the volume of gross output of agriculture in 1982 
will be 2.722 billion rubles, or 5.2 percent more than 1981, or 33.6 percent more 
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when compared with the average annual volume for 1976-1980. The fulfillment of 
the plan for that indicator will be 117 percent. 


During the past year the labor productivity in agriculture increased by 5 percent; 
and the plan for labor productivity was fulfilled by 17.4 percent. Comrades, 
those are good indicators and they give us cause to rejoice. 


Complicated tasks confront us in capital construction. At the November Plenum 

of the CPSU Central Committee, Comrade Yu. V. Andropov especially emphasized the 
necessity for the effective use of the funds channeled into the development of 
the economy, the creation of new capacities, the contruction of hcusing and other 
projects intended for cultural and everyday needs. In 1982 the republic's 
capital construction achieved definite positive results. The volumes of capital 
investments and of construction-and-installation and contractual operations 
surpassed the high indicators of 1981. As a whole, there was a considerable 
overfulfiliment of the established plans for the construction of projects built 
for national needs and slated for activation in the next reporting period, which 
were under the control of the CPSU Central Committee, at very important construc- 
tion projects that were approved by a decision of the CPA Central Committee. 


A large social program has been carried out. Approxiautely 15, )00 families 
received new, well-appointed apartments; a considerable number -f children's pre- 
school institutions were handed over for operation; the fulfillment of the plans 
for activation of schools, hospitals, clinics, and occupational and trade schools 
was guaranteed; and a large-scale automatic long-distance telephone system in 
Baku, and a number of enterprises for trade and the providing of everyday services 
to the public were activated. 


In a word, construction workers worked strenuously and made their worthy contribu- 
tion to the further reinforcement of our republic's economic potential, and to 
raising the workers’ standard of living and the fulfillment of the socialist 
pledges that were taken. 


However, it must be noted that an analysis of the results of last year indicates 
that the republic construction complex still has a large number of serious short- 
comings. Because of the poor concentration of efforts and means at the construc- 
tion projects that are slated for activation in the next reporting period, 

the activation of a number of projects and capacities has been disrupted; the plan 
for activation of fixed assets was not fulfilled; and there was a reduction to 
last year’s level for that very important indicator of capital construction. All 
this had a detrimental influence upon the effectiveness of capital investments 

and led to a rise in the level of uncompleted construction. 


The failure to activate these and a number of other very important projects, 

and especially housing, attests to the fact that insufficient attention is still 
being paid to capital construction, and to the fact that its importance in the 
economic and social development of the cities and rayons is being underestimated 
on the part of the party and Soviet agencies in the outlying areas, which are 
doing little to monitor the state of affairs at the construction sites, which do 
not show the proper demandingness toward the administrators of the contract 
organizations for the fulfillment of the established plans and the socialist 
pledges, and do not render any effective aid to the collectives in their work. 
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The party, Soviet, and economic administrators should wage a decisive struggie 

against the deeply-rooted shortcomings in capital construction at all its stages, 
from planning to the preparation for the operation of projects in which the con- 
struction has been completed. In their practical activities they must be guided 
daily by the principle that was stated in the speech at the November Plenum Dy 
Comrade Yu. V. Andropov, that the establishment of order in capital construction 


is one of the central tasks in the national economy. 


A large amount of intensive construction will have to be carried out this year. 
The pledges provide for high growth rates in the volumes of capital investments, 
construction-and-installation operations, the activation of fixed assets, housing, 
and other projects designed to meet social needs. This puts a large amount of re- 
sponsibility on the collectives of construction and installation organizations. 


In 1983 they pledged to guarantee the preterm activation of the power units at 

the Azerbaijan GRES and the Shamkhorskaya GES, and the capacities at the BEMZ 

imeni 50-letiye Komsomola Azerbaydzhana and at the Azerelektrosvet Association, 

the Sumgait Superphosphate Plant, and a number of other very important projects. 

It is especially gratifying that the construction and installation workers, com- 
pletely aware of the exceptionally great importance of the May Plenum of the party's 
Central Committee, took socialist pledges for the accelerated construction of a 
large number of projects for the republic's Food Program. 


The successful fulfillment of the pledges that were taken requires all ministries, 
departments, and customer enterprises, and contract organizations to carry out, 

as early as January, a large amount of organizing werk t9 concentrate their forces 
and resources in the most important construction projects that are scheduled for 
activation in the next reporting period, and primarily the projects for the 

Food Program. During the current year there will be a considerable increase in 
the volumes of social construction. State capital investments will finance the 
activation of approximately a million square meters of total housing area and a 
large number of schools, children's preschool institutions, and other projects 
intended for communal and everyday purposes. 


At the present time it is necessary within the shortest periods of time to com- 
plete the work of formalizing the financing of the construction projects, of 
concluding contract agreements, of refining the deadlines for the shipments of 
equipment to the projects that are scheduled for activation. The construction 
organizations must considerably intensify their activities to extend broadly at 
the construction sites the brigade contract, to achieve a further rise in the 
level of industrialization of the operations, to reduce the application of manual 
labor by using means of minor mechanization, and to increase the shift factor in 
the operation of machines and machinery. 


Special attention must be devoted to the prompt and rhythmical material-technical 
supplying of the construction sites and to the introduction of the proper order 

at the construction sites. All this must become the basis of the activities of 
the construction complex for the successful fulfillment of the tasks that confront 
them, and the realization of the plans and socialist pledges for 1983. 


The demands, interests, and needs of the workers are attested to by their letters 
and statements made to the party, Soviet, and economic agencies. The workers' 
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letters and complaints are an objective barometer of public opinion, a live, 
pulsating link between the party and the masses, and they define their moods. 

A brilliant and graphic example of the constant and sharpened attention that is

UKRAINIAN AGROINDUSTRIAL COMPLEX COMMISSION HOLDS SESSION 
Kiev PRAVDA UKRAINY in Russian 12 Dec 82 p 3 


[Text] On 10 December a regular session of the Agroindustrial Complex 
Commission of the Presidum of the Ukrainian SSR Council of Ministers took 
place in Kiev. The Veputy Minister of Agriculture for the UkSSR, N M Russol, 
delivered an address on the introduction of progressive forms of labor organi- 
zation in kolkhozes and sovkhozes, based on brigade contracts and piecework 


bonus pay. 


It was noted at the meeting that experience farm work and the data of scien- 
tific institutions testify to the fact that the best production indices are 
achieved by brigades and teams which apply piecework bonus pay with peridical 
advances. Such collectives have a higher yield of agricultural crops, animal 
productivity and labor output. Thus, in the kolkhoz imeni Kalinia in the 
Berdyansk Rayon of Zaporozhye Oblast, tharks to the introduction of a collec- 
tive contract in plantgrowing and livestock raising, cadres were successfully 
stabilized labor and technological discipline were strengthened, and as a 
result the farm's overall worth increased. Gross output production during 
the 10th Five-Year Plan was 16 percent greater here, more than twice the 
average in the rayon, net profit was 8 percent greater and the level of 
profitability exceeded 3l percent. 


Quite a bit has been done to improve work by the introduction of progressive 
organization of labor in many other oblasts, chiefly in the steppe zone which 
is characterized by a small proportion of cultivated crops and a comparatively 
high level of mechanization of agricultural work. A significant part of such 
subdivisions is concentrated in the kolkhozes of the Nikolayev, Kherson and 
Zaporozhye Oblasts, in the sovkhozes of the "Khersonzhivprom" [animal industry] 
trust of the UkSSR Sovkhoz Ministry, and of the Crimean, Kherson and Nikolayev 
sovkhozvintrestov [sovkhoz viticulture trusts] of the UkSSR Glavplodvinprom 
{Main Administration of the Fruit and Viticulture Industry]. All together 

they now number more than 2,500 in the republic, 700 more than in the previous 


year. 


Moreover, the possibilities of a brigade contract, a progressive form of work 
which allows an increase in the volume of agricultural output and increases 
the production efficiency in kolkhozes and sovkhozes, is not yet being fully 
utilized. It is slowly being introduced in the Kirovgrad, Ternopol and 
Poltava Oblasts. On many farms the process of stabilization of such labor 
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collectives is being delayed; groundless interference is allowed in their 
production activity, contractual relations, and conditions of payment for 
work are not being fulfilled. Also, there is a lack of active cost-accounting 


within the brigades. 


It is necessary for ministries and departments of the agricultural complex 
together with the scientific-research institutions to take every measure to 
ensure that the collective contract with the piecework bonus system of pay- 
ment becomes the basic form of work in the kolkhozes and sovkhozes. The 
decisions of the November (1982) Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee are aimed 
at this; it results from the tasks involved in implementing the country's 

Food Program. Within the next 1 or 2 years it is also necessary to bring 

about the transition to payment of the workers for their labor according to 
ultimate results on the farms of scientific-research institutions under the 
republican ministries and departments. 


At its meeting the commission closely examined the work of the enterprises 
of the UkSSR Ministry of Meat and Milk Industry, directed at the expansion 
of the proven method of receiving livestock and milk directly at the farms. 
V K Solomakhi noted that in the republic definite work is being carried out 
in that direction. In the last 5 years, for example, the centralized export 
of livestock and milk has almost doubled. In the 10 months of the present 
year 30 percent of the animals and almost 15 percent of the milk from total 
volumes of purchases was delivered to the receiving stations by specialized 
transport. The best results in this trend were achieved by the unions of 
the Chernovitsy, Kharkov, Ternopol and other oblasts. 


Critically analyzing what has been achieved, the lecturer and speakers 

pointed out that the organization of centralized export of livestock and 

milk still has substantial shortcomings. The tasks set for this year by 

the Ministry are on the whole not being fulfilled: the efficiency of trans- 
ports remains low: necessary attention is not being paid to building garages 
and repair bases. It was emphasized that ministries, departments and obispol- 
koms are urged to stimulate work for expanding the reception of livestock 
produce directly on the farms. It is important to put the observance of 
transport schedules under special control and to organize highly efficient 
utilization of auto transport. The systematic preparation of farms for their 
transition to centralized export of livestock and milk should be improved. 

For this purpose it is necessary first of all to provide specialized kolkhozes 
and sovkhozes with complete equipment for initial milk processing, cooling 
and storage. It is necessary to see to the construction of special stations 
for the delivery of livestock, equipping them with scales and platforms. 
Hard-surface roads should be layed to these stations. 


First deputy chairman of the UkSSR Gosplan, deputy chairman of the Agroindus- 
trial Complex Commission of the Presidium of the UkSSR Council of Ministers, 
V P Popov, and the chairman of the UkSSR Government Commission on Agricultural 
Technology, V L Filonenko, gave information about the distribution of agri- 


cultural technology during 1983. 


The work plan of the Agroindustrial Complex Commission of the Presidium of the 
UkSSR Council of Ministers was confirmed for the first half of 1983. 
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The meeting of the commission was also addressed by UkCP CC Politburo 
candidate member, first deputy chairman of the UkSSR Council of Ministers, 
chairman of the Agroindustrial Complex Commission of the Presidium of the 
UkSSR Council of Ministers, Ya A Kolomiyets. 


Executives of the UkSSR Council of Ministers and a number of ministries and 
departments of the republic also took part in the work of the commission.

Comrades! In implementing the party's intentions, our republic's workers are suc- 
cessfully completing the second year of the five-year plan and are fulfilling 
high socialist pledges. 


Industry has fulfilled ahead of schedule the plan for the first 11 months. Output 
valued at more than 300 million rubles has been sold in excess of plan, including 
consumer goods valued at 270 million rubles. The growth rates for the production 
of these commodities were 7.2 percent. 
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The construction organizations and collectives at enterprises of transportation 
and communication, institutions of science and culture, have been coping success- 
fully with the established assignments. 


The rural workers have demonstrated faithfulness to their word and their outstand- 
ing skills. And, as you know, this is genuine patriotism, and internationalism, 
in action. The vegetable husbandrymen, under unprecedentedly difficult climatic 
conditions, grew a good harvest of agricultural crops. They overfulfilled 

the plans for sales to the state of cotton and grain, kenaf and vegetables, 
potatoes and melon crops, fruits and grapes, silk cocoons, karakul and wool. 

The plans for procurements of meat, milk, and eggs are being completed. The 
pledges for shipments of all types of output to the nationwide fund have been 
fulfilled with distinction. 


The state purchased more than a million tons of grain and more than 3 million 
tons of fruit and vegetable produce. The country's industrial centers received 
more than a million tons of fruits and vegetables. 


The tremendous labor victory achieved by the kolkhoz members, sovkhoz workers, 
mechanizers, specialists in agriculture and water management in the republic, the 
workers in procurement, transportation, and processing agencies, and all the worxers 
in the republic were warmly and cordially congratulated by Leonid Il‘ich Brezhnev. 


The labor performed by the cotton-growers is especially deserving of recognition. 
The fight for the harvest of 1982 will go down in the history of vegetable hus- 
bandry as a symbol of the heroic labor meritoriously performed by our glorious 
cotton-growers. 


That unbelievably difficult victory was forged in the intensive, selfless struggle 
against the forces of nature. During the spring, during the sowing days, there 
was an unusually long hot spell, the upper layer of the soil dried out quickly, 
additional sprinklings of water were needed, and that delayed the appearance of 
the sprouts and led to a large amount of late-blooming cotton plants. Tangible 
losses were caused to the harvest by hurricane winds, rain storms, and hail 
storms, the most severe lack of water in rivers and other bodies of water, the 
burning-hot dry winds in the summer, and the heavy snowfalls and continuous rains 


in the autumn. 


All the plantings of cotton suffered, and the resowings were conducted until June. 
On considerable areas the cotton had to be dried out and there was a massive 
amount of damage to the bolls. 


It was as though nature was giving the cotton-growers a durability test. The 
harvesting was carried out under especially difficult conditions. The cotton- 
growers were confronted by snowfalls and rains, frosts, and winds. There was 2 
very small number of days during which the machines could operate. And despite 
all that, the cotton-growers stood firm, and, in the face of the onslaughts of 
nature, demonstrated their stubbornness, heroic labor, and high level of skill. 
Relying upon the aid provided by the party and the state, they not only stood 
their ground, but aiso emerged victorious.

A worthy contribution to the nation's struggle for the harvest in the second year 
of the five-year plan was made by Kara-Kalpak ASSR, and all the oblasts, rayons, 
kolkhozes, and sovkhozes in the republic. 


As in previous years, the first to fulfill the plan and socialist pledges were the 
workers in Tashkent Oblast. The experience of the Tashk:nt cotton-growers demon- 
strated once again that the introduction of mechanized technology, the observance 
of agrotechnology, and the precise organization of all the field operations make 
it possible to obtain a high and early harvest under any weather conditions. Even 
during the current year, which was an unusually complicated one, the people of 
Tashkent Oblast reported on 15 October that they had fulfilled the state plan 

for cotton procurements. 


Despite the capricious autumn, the decisive role in the bringing in of the harvest 
this year was played by the machinery. Using every hour of fine weather, and 
skilling employing the technology, the mechanizers harvested more than 3 million 
tons of cotton. Truly heroic labor was performed by the cotton-growers employed 
in manual harvesting. In rain and snow, in any kind of weather, the fight to 
bring in the harvest continued, without an interruption of even a single day. 


An inestimable amount of aid was provided by the workers in the cities and the 

rayon centers, and by the students and schoolchildren. In response to the summons 
issued by the Communist Party of Uzbekistan [CPU] Central Committee, the Presidium 
of the UzSSR Supreme Soviet, and the UzSSR Council of Ministers, they wholeheartedly 
worked in an inspired manner, shoulder to shoulder with the cotton-growers, to 

bring in the harvest.

We express heartfelt thanks to all those who, at this difficult time, came to the 
aid of the republic's vegetable husbandrymen -- thanks to our remarkable city- 
dwellers, workers and employees, students and schoolchildren. 


Heartfelt thanks also go to the glorious experts in cotton-growing who achieved 
record-breaking “arvestsunder the conditions of this very difficult year. The 
workers in 19 rayons harvested more than 40 quintals per hectare, and the vegetabie 
husbandrymen in Gurlienskiy, Khankinskiy, and Gizhduvanskiy Rayons harvested more 
than 45 quintals. 


The achievements of our vegetable husbandrymen are incontestible and convincing. 
Their labor deserves the most profound respect and recognition. A good basis has 
been laid for the further progress ahead, for the reaching of new goals. 
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We have only one path for the development of cotton-growing -- it is the 
consistent intensification of the branch, the raising of the harvest yield on 

the basis of the acceleration of scientific-technical progress, the further devel- 
opment of comprehensive mechanization and the improvement of agrotechnology. 

It is the attainment not only of big harvests, but also of early ones. 


For these purposes it is necessary to reconsider the variety structure that has 
developed, and to make broader application of early-ripening, medium-fiber, and 
fine-fiber varieties. 


A factor of very great importance for obtaining an early harvest is the complete 
introduction of progressive mechanized technological methods. These technological 
methods are used in many rayons and on many farms and always provide excellent 
results, guaranteeing an early harvest under any weather conditions. At the same 
time they require high technological discipline and the execution of all the agro- 
technical measures within compressed periods of time, in accordance with reduced 
cycles. 


In other words, they manifest themselves only in skilled hands, in the hands of 
those who believe in them, and clearly see their advantages. 


I would like to cite the following example. Thanks to the introduction of these 
technological methods, the cotton-growers of Bukinskiy Rayon, during a period of 17 
work days, until the advent of the bad weather on 2 October, fulfilled the plan 

for procurements of cotton and harvested, by means of machinery, 87 percent of 

the harvest. All the cotton was turned over basicaily in the first grades. 


The rayon produced 79,000 tons of the “white gold,” bringing in from each hectare 
an average of 36.5 quintals. The plan was fulfilled by 118 percent. That 
success was achieved thanks to the fact that the people in Bukinskiy Rayon, 
working with early deadlines, in 7 days completed the sowing of the cotton 
plants, carrying out the sowing with the use of precision-sowing drills, and with 
bare seeds, the bulk of which had been processed by stimulants. That made it pos- 
sible for them to obtain strong early shoots with the natural moisture, and to 
guarantee the early maturation of the bolls. They carried out the defoliation on 
5 September, and in mid-September extended a massive machine harvesting. Most of 
the farms introduced the brigade-contract method. That is the precise, well- 
coordinated way that the work must be arranged on all our farms. 


A large amount of experience in the skillful application of these technological 
methods has been accumulated in Leninyul'skiy Rayon, the cotton-growers of which 
have currently obtained 45 quintals of fine-fibered cotton per hectare. 


A task of great importance is the increased fight against wilt, and the broader 
use of the opportunities that we have available to us. In addition to cotton and 
alfalfa crop rotations, it is necessary to show more boldness in alternating cotton 
with corn, grain crops, annual and intermediate fodder crops, and vegetable and 


other crops. 


There has already been frequent mention of the need for the better use of mineral 
fertilizers. It is necessary to take more decisive steps to eliminate the 
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use of mineral fertilizers, to guarantee an increase in the fertilit, 
It is only if there is the correct combination of mineral fertilizers with organic 
ones that one can count on a high return from the land. 


shortcomings in this matter. At the same time, it is impossible, simpiy by the 
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A problem that is no less important is the problem of reducing the expenditures 
for the production of output, the fight to increase the harvest yield on the 

basis of material self-interestedness. As has been demonstrated by the experience 
of many farms, high effectiveness in cotton-growing and ir other branches of 
vegetable husbandry is provided hy the conversion of the brigades and links to ¢t 
brigade contragt -- the system of organizing labor without work orders, but with 
payment for the final result, that is, payment for the harvest. At the present 
time, 14,000 brigades and 12,000 links in our republic are operating according to 


this systen. 


- 
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In these brigades, the sense of impersonal responsibility has been eliminated, the 
harvest yield and the labor productivity are higher, and the production costs are 
lower. As a rule, those brigades complete the harvesting earlier, without bringing 
in manpower from the outside. An example of precisely this kind of work, that 
guarantees a high final result, is provided by the brigades of Khalbuva Rustamova 
on the Sovkhoz imeni Ul'yanov, Pakhtakorskiy Rayon; Khasan Mukhtarov, on the 

Kyzyl Oktyabr' Kolkhoz, Kumkurganskiy Rayon; Adolat Ruzmatova, on the Kolkhoz 

imeni Lenin, Bekabadskiy Rayon; and many others. 


The party's oblast and rayon committees must penetrate more deeply into questions 
of organizing production, of increasing the effectiveness of cotton-growing and 
other branches, and must broadly introduce progressive forms of organizing labor. 


A factor of primary importance is improving the quality of cotton. This is directiy 
linked with the expansion of the capacities of the cotton-ginning industry. it is 
necessary to devote more attention to the construction of new and the remodeling 

of existing cotton-ginning plants, drying and cleaning shops, warehouses for 

cotton, fiber, and seeds, and to take them under constant supervision. At the same 
time it is necessary to nake better use of the available capacities, to raise the 
productivity of the plants and SOTs's [expansion unknown], and to guarantee the 
processing of all the cotton in 5-6 months. 


It is very important for the raw cotton in the lower grades to be processed imme- 
diately after its procurement, rather than after it has been stored for a long 

period of time, as has been the practice until recently. Only in this case can one 
preserve the natural qualities of the fiber and increase the amount of tiber produced. 


It is necessary to change over more rapidly to the acceptance of the cotton from 
the brigades themselves, and to equip the procurement points with more up-to-date 
instruments for determining the quality and grade of the cotton. 


Comrades! In the resolution of the Food Program a special place is given to 
increasing the production of grain. The accelerated and steady buildup of the rates 
of grain production, as was noted at the May 1982 Plenum of the CPSU Central Com- 
mittee, is the key problem in the development of agriculutre. The party has posed 
the task of eliminating the need to import grain, of completely satisfying our 
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country's growing needs for edible and fodder grain. The November 1982 Plenum 
of the CPSU Central Committee directs us toward the resolution of that task. 


The republic's party organization during recent years carried out a number of 
large-scale measures to raise the grain management. The production of grain during 
the past three five-year plans tripled. Every year the kolkhozes and sovkhozes 
sell the state a million or more tons of grain. 


And during the current year, despite the drought that completely killed the grain 
crops on nonirrigated land, the grain-growers of our republic achieved definite 
success -- the gross grain harvest will be approximately 3 million tons. 


The republic has taken additional steps to increase the production of corn. 

They have shown their effectiveness. Specialized corn-growing sovkhozes have been 
created, and the sown areas have been expanded on all other farms. The promised 

2 million tons of corn have been produced, and we reported that to the CPSU 
Central Committee. 


The production of grain in the republic will continue to grow even more. The 20th 
CPU Congress posed che task of increasing the gross grain harvest in 1985 to 5 
million tons. That is a realistic task, and all the opportunities for resolving 

it are available to us. Next year we are supposed to increase the grain production 
to 3.7-3.8 million tons. Proceeding from the realistic capabilities, the Kara-Kal- 
pak ASSR could produce 626,000 tuns; Andizhan Oblast, 181,000; Bukhara Oblast, 
220,000; Dzhizak Oblast, 368,000; Kashka-Darya Oblast, 501,000; Navoi Oblast, 
120,000; Namangan Oblast, 190,000; Samarkand Oblast, 304,000; Surkhan-Darya Oblast, 
283,000; Syr-Darya Oblast, 263,000; Tashkent Oblast, 325,000; Fergana, 205,000; 

and Khorezm Oblast, 241,000 tons. 


The main direction in the development of grain management continues to be the 
further increase in the production of corn and rice. The sown area for corn grown 
for grain in 1983 must be increased by us to 340,000 hectares. This will make it 
possible to produce approximately 2.5 million tons of grain. 


An important reserve in this matter is the specialized corn-growing and grain and 
animal-husbandry sovkhozes, of which we already have approximately 70. On these 
sovkhozes it is necessary, as rapidly as possible, to build production and cultural- 
everyday items, to assimilate the land, to provide the land with technology and 
transport, so that, by 1983, they will provide a considerable increase in the pro- 
duction of grain and products of animal husbandry. 





Every brigade must fight to produce, per hectare, 100 quintals of grain and 500 
quintals of green mass. This requires the application of the varieties with the 
highest harvest yields and the varieties that are earliest to ripen. It also 
requires the purposeful conducting of an entire complex of agrotechnical measures 
and the guaranteeing of the maturation of the harvest in 90-95 days, and its 
harvesting in 10-15 days. It is necessary to organize the work in such a way that, 
by July, the harvesting of the grain will be completed and the repeated crops will 
be sown. 


We have developed measures to increase the rice harvests. In 1983 it will be 
necessary to produce no less than 550,000 tons of rice. The way to resolve this 
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task is not only to expand the sown areas, but also to carry out the further 
reinforcement of the material-technical base at the rice-growing sovxhozes, and 
the guaranteeing of them with up-to-date, highly procuctive technology, ferti.izers, 


herbicides, and other material-technical resources. 


It is necessary to strive constantly to improve the efficiency of vege 
bandry, to introduce crop rotations, to improve seed management, and to improve 
the agrotechnology of rice-growing in order to obtain early and nigh harvest 
no less than 60 quintals per hectare for the republic on the average -- and to 
complete the harvesting of the rice in September. 


Every oblast has a large number of farms that are — - harvests such as these 
and that are skillfully carrying out their opecat ions. Sovahozes in Kioreza 
Oblast -- Sovkhoz imen:i Al'‘'-Khorezmi, Yangiabad, Gulistan, and Bagat -- produced 
this year 66 quintals of rice per hectare; Kolkhoz Kommunizm, Gurlenskiy Rayon, 
69; Leningrad Kolkhoz, Galabinskiy R.yon, 80 quintals. There is also a large 
number of farms with high harvest yields in Kara-Kalpak ASSR. 
An important reserve in increasing the production of grain is the increase in the 
harvest yield of grain cereal crops grown on irrigated land. By setting asice 
valuable irrigated land for the purvose of growing these crops, we must produce 
high, stable harvests -- 40 or more quintals per hectare on clean sowings and 
25-30 quintals on combined. For these purposes it is necessary to expand the 
sowings of winter crops, to improve the efficiency of vegetable husbandry, and to 
allocate a sufficient quantity of organic and mineral fertilizers. 


It is necessary to make broader use of the opportunities provided by nonirrigated 
land. The path to this is fallow-grain crop rotations. The party's oblast and 
rayon committees and the agricultural agencies must increase their demandingness 
to the managers of farms for the setting aside of land to be used as tallow areas, 
and for the quality of preparation of the soil and the care of the sowings, in 
order to produce regularly there 15 or more quintals of grain per hectare. 


As a result of the sharp increase in the production of grain, especially corn, 
many farms now have the need toexpand their warehouse facilities for the drying 
and storage of grain. We must organize the accelerated construction of such ware- 
houses with the use of reinforced-concrete arch-type structurals which are used 

in the construction of structures for animal tmusbandry. These facilities, after 
being cleared of grain, can be used successfully fcr the raising of silkworms. 


The Ministry of Agriculture and its construction-design institutes must think 
this question out very well and must prepare the appropriate recommendations. 


Comrades! As we have already mentioned at the 6th Plenum of the CPU Central 
Comm‘**ee, the Food Program puts a special responsibility on our republic for 
improving the rate at which the public is supplied with fruits and vegetables. 

The production of this kind of produce is growing rapidiy. And this is the 

result of the steps that were taken in the republic to introduce specialization 
and concentration into the branch. During the past five years alone, within the 
system of the Ministry of Fruit and Vegetable Management, 158 new specialized sov- 
khozes have been created, and the total number of them that we currently have is 
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The Ministry of Fruit and Vegetable Management must take more decisive steps to 
achieve the organizational and economic reinforcement of the new sovkhozes, and 
to construct production structures and structures for social, cultural, and 


everyday needs there. 


A question that requires special attention is the question of increasing the 
production of potatoes. By the end of the current five-year plan we must increase 
its gross harvest to one million tons and must completely satisfy our needs for 
potatoes. We can and must grow 150-200 quintals of potatoes on every hectare. 

In 1983 it is necessary to guarantee the production of potatoes at no less than 
500,000 tons. 


During recent years, definite successes were achieved in viticulture. At the 
same time, many farms have not yet established the proper procedures for taking 
care of the vineyards, and this is leading to an underharvesting of the grapes. 
Insufficient attention is still being devoted to the production of raisins and 
dried fruits. 


The Ministry of Fruit and Vegetable Management, as well as the Ministry of Agri- 
culture, must carry out effective measures to eliminate the shortcomings that 
still exist, to expand the plantings of grapes grown for table use and for the 
production of raisins, and to increase the volumes of production of raisins and 


dried fruits. 


The party and Soviet agencies and the ministries must devote more attention to 
the construction of vegetable and fruit storage facilities and of other projects 
for the fruit and vegetable management, must engage more actively in questions of 
the preservation rate and processing of fruit and vegetable produce, and must 
introduce progressive forms of trade. 


The Ministry of Fruit and Vegetable Management and Uzbekbrlyash must take all 
steps to develope direct contacts between trade and the kolkhozes and sovkhozes, 
and must strive for a situation in which the produce that has been grown by the 
selfless labor of the vegetabie husbandrymer is taken directly from the field to 
the store, rapidly, without any losses and with good quality. 


When speaking about the tasks of the workers in the agroindustrial complex, 
Comrade Yu. V. Andropov stated at the November Plenum of the CPSU Central Commit- 
tee, "The workers in the agroindustrial complex must, from day to day, increase 
their efforts. They must work in such a way that the tremendous amounts of 

money that are being channeled into the resolution of this task will provide a re- 
turn today and an even greater return tomorrow. 


Comrades! The resolution of the Food Program moves into the foreground the task 
of the more rapid development of animal husbandry. During recent years this 
branch has been developing steadily and dynamically in our republic. 


During the first ten months, the production of meat and eggs increased by 9 
percent; and milk, by 7 percent. There was an increase in the number of head of 
all types of livestock and poultry, and an increase in their productivity. The 
annual plans and pledges for procurements of products of animal husbandry are 
being fulfilled successfully. 
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However, we also have a large number of those rayons and far 
been guaranteeing the intensive development of animal husban 
managers are failing to take decisive steps to correct the situation. This is 
precisely the manner in which one explains the fact that Oktyabr'skiy, Uychinskiy, 
Sariasiyskiy, Bayautskiy, Kommunisticheskiy, Shumanayskiy, Uzbekistanskiy, and 
certain other rayons have reduced the production of meat as compared with last 
year.

The party's oblast committees must carefully analyze the reasons why these rayons 
have been lagging behind and must take steps to establish strict order. It is 
necessary first of all to achieve a sharp increase in the weight gains of 
animals being grown and fattened, and to increase the turnover weight of the 
livestock to 420-450 kilograms. The farms in Kashka-Darya, Tashkent, and Fergana 
Oblasts are already coping successfully with this task. 


Meanwhile many kolkhozes and sovkhozes are continuing to hand over for meat 
livestock that is underweight. For example, the farms in Takhtakupyrskiy, Khod- 
zheyliyskiy, Bozatauskiy, Bol'shevistskiy, Il'ichevskiy, and Khvastskiy Rayons 
handed over this year livestock weighing 300-330 kilograms. This practice leads 

to the overexpenditure of fodders, labor, and means, and to losses of a tremen- 
dous quantity of meat. It is necessary by accelerated rates to develop specialized 
meat-type lLivestock-raising and to create large-scale farms with herds of 

animals intended for meat production. At the same time it is necessary to taxe 

all steps to develop hog-raising, sheep-raising, and poultry-raising and to 
increase their effectiveness. 


The CPU Central Committee has approved the measures of Zhivprom, Ptitseprom, and 
Karakul'prom to increase the production of meat. The results of the first ten 
months indicate that Zhivprom and Karakul'prom are keeping their word. As for 
Ptitseprom, many of its enterprises have reduced their productivity and have failed 
to meet the plans for production and turnover of poultry meat and eggs. Minsel'- 
khoz and Ptitseprom must take all steps to guarantee the fulfillment of the volumes 
that were planned. 


In order to increase the meat resources it is necessary to devote more attention 
to the development of horse-raising, the raising of camels and rabbits, and fish 
breeding. 


It is necessary to achieve a sharp increase in milk production. The chief way 

here is to increase the number of cows and to increase their productivity. Unfor- 
tunately, many farms and rayons, instead of increasing the productivity, have 

had a reduction in the productivity of the milk herd. There was a reduction of 

the productivity of cows on the kolkhozes and sovkhozes ir Narynskiy, Sherabadskiy, 
Shurchinskiy, Mekhnatatabskiy, Akaltynskiy, Turtkul'skiy, Altyarynskiy, and certain 
other rayons. This can be explained only by the underestimation of animal 
husbandry and by the failure to understand the sense of the Food Program. 


The work practice on the advanced farms in Tashkent Oblast attests to the large 
opportunities for developing the highly productive dairy animal husbandry. In the 
first ten months, every cow produced 3,600-3,700 kilograms of milk on farms 

in Kalininskiy, Kommunisticheskiy, and Yangiyul'skiy Rayons. Their experience 
should be made the property of all the kolkhozes and sovkhozes in the republic. 








We must guarantee an annual increase in the number of head of livestock on 
kolkhozes and state farms by 7-8 percent, so that, by the end of the five-year plan, 
we shall have 600,000 cows. This task is a completely realistic one -- annually 

we obtain no less than 200,000 head of herd increase by the birth of calves. 

And we also have sufficient facilities at our disposal. 


It is very important to increase the number of cows on each kolihoz to no less 
than 400-500, and on each sovkhoz, to 800-1000. In addition, we have organized 
approximately 70 grain and animal-husbandry sovkhozes and on each one of them 

the number of head of cows must be increased during this five-year plan to 600, 
and in the next five-year plan to 1000. During the subsequent years of the five- 
year plan we intend to construct a large number of additional animal farms and 


dairy complexes. 


During recent years there has been a noticeable increase in the annual increase 

in the number of cows on the public's private plots. By the end of 1985 it is 
expected that the kolkhoz members, workers, and employees will have 1.1 million 
head. And that means that in all categories of farms, as of the beginning of 
1986, there can be 1.7 million cows and the gross milk production can be increased 
to 4 million tons, or, in per-capita terms for each inhabitant of our republic, 
210 kilograms. This is considerably more than is currently being consumed. 


It is necessary to improve sharply the reproduction of the herd, in order to 
guarantee the planned increase in the number of head of cows -- and, moreover, 
cows that are good, purebred ones -- to reduce decisively the number of animals 
that are culled, to combat barrenness in cows and the keeping of cows and calves 
in a nonproductive status for too long, and to set up smoothly operating stations 
for the artificial insemination of the animals. 


The Ministry of Agriculture and the Central Asian Branch of VASKhNIL must organize 
the effective activities of a scientific-production association for blood-line 
work in animal husbandry and at the pedigree center, and move more rapidly to 
create pedigree plants and other subdivisions. 


In developing animal husbandry and increasing the production of output, an in- 
portant role belongs to the public's personal plots. It is necessary for every 
family living in rural areas to have a cow and other livestock and poultry. The 
kolkhozes and sovkhozes must provide them with assistance in acquiring young ani- 
mals and poultry, in laying in supplies of feeds and fodders, and in providing 


them with "zooveterinarian" services. 


An important contribution to increasing the production of animal-husbandry output 
will have to be made by the subsidiary farms at enterprises and organizations. 
But, for the time being, they have been producing a small amount of output. We 
must engage more actively in that question, must achieve a sharp increase in the 
number of subsidiary farms and the volumes of the output produced by them, and 
achieve a broader dissemination of the advanced experience. 


And this kind of experience exists, and is extremely illustrative. For example, 
the subsidiary farms in the city of Yangiyul have already produced, for every 
worker, 29 kilograms of meat; and in the city of Yangiyer, 22 kilograms. This 
work is well organized at enterprises in Chirchii, Angren, and Kattakurgan. 











At the same time, individual ministries and departments have not been taking 

the properly responsible attitude toward the fulfillment of the party's decree deal- 
ing with this important question. Many enterprises and organizations in Bukhara, 
Navoi, Samarkand, Termez, and Fergana have not yet created any subsidiary farms, 

and the party committees have been reconciled to this. 


We must strive for a situation in which, beginning with the next year, all the 
major enterprises and organizations will have subsidiary farms. 


Something that has won broad support and has been widely disseminated is the valu- 
able initiative of the field-cultivation brigades in Surkhan-Darya Oblast with 
regard to the fattening of livestock. The cotton-growing brigade of Khavokhon 
Abdulllayeva, on the Sotsializm Kolkhoz, Dzharnurganskiy Rayon, raised 14 head 

of cattle and sold the state 5400 kilograms of meat; the livestock were turned 
over in live weight, at 490 kilcgrams each. Brigades that turned over 5 or more 
tons of meat included those of Eshmamat Buriyev, Pogranichnik Sovkhoz, Gagarinskiy 
Rayon; and Khasan Mukhtarov, Kyzyl Oktyabr' Kolkhoz, Kumkurganskiy Rayon. There 
is a large number of such examples. 


It is necessary to continue to develop this patriotic undertaking of the rural 
workers, and to strive for a situation in which every field-cultivation brigade 
raises and hands over to the state no less than 2 tons of meat. 


For the further development of animal husbandry, the party, Soviet, and agricul- 
tural agencies must guarantee the intensification of fodder production. On all 
kolkhozes and sovkhozes it is necessary to create specialized brigades, to provide 
material incentives for them, and to devote special attention to guaranteeing 

the proper balancing of the fodders with regard to protein and other components, 
to improving quality and reducing the losses of fodders. 


It is necessary to grow more soybeans and other legumes so that every animal 

farm will prepare artificial milk for the calves. On the basis of the introduc- 
tion of crop rotations, we must expand the sowings of alfalfa, corn grown for 
grain and for silage, and root crops, and we must considerably increase their 
harvest yiald and introduce the most effective systems for the green conveyor 
belt. It is necessary to continue to expand the plantings of rape, rye, 
"tretikale," "perko," and other intermediate crops in order to provide the 
livestock with green and succulent fodders during the wintertime. It is necessary 
toensure on every farm, the production of no less than 10-12 tons of fodder 

units per hectare of plantings of fodder crops. 


Every farm must have fodder shops and must feed the animals the fodders only in 
processed form. It is necessary to make wide use of the capabilities of producing 
and using suspensions of "khlorella," whole-milk substitute, fodder yeast, and 
enzymes. 


It is necessary to take all steps to improve the mechanization of animal husbandry, 
and to increase the labor productivity of the workers engaged in that branch. It 
is necessary to improve sharply the technical services provided to the animal 

farms and the complexes, using the efforts of the enterprises of Goskomsel'khoz- 
tekhnika. 
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Comrades! The implementation of the measures planned by the 26th CPSU Congress and 
the May and November 1982 Plenums of the Central Committee requires the further 
intensification of agricultural production as a whole. 


Questions that take on an especially vital urgency are thos involving the intensi- 
fication of production under our conditions, when the reserves for expanding the 
sown areas are extremely limited. In questions of intensification, an important 
role must be played by agricultural science. 


The chief task of the Academy of Sciences and the Central Asian Branch of VASKHANIL, 
and all the scientific institutions in the republic, is the thorough elaboration 
of the questions of the further improvement of the technology of raising agricul- 
tural crops, of developing mechanization, and creating more productive technology 
for cotton-growing and other branches of vegetable and animal husbandry. 


A large amount of attention must be devoted to developing chemicalization, to 
increasing the effectiveness of the application of mineral fertilizers, herbicides, 
and other chemical means, to the creation of even more effective growth stimulants 
for plans and of nontoxic defoliants, and to the broad use of the biomethod. 


The further development of agriculture, the fulfillment of the Food Program, is 
inseparably linked with irrigation and land reclamation. The unprecedently low 
levels of water this year caused substantial damage. That situation may be repeated. 
It is aggravated by the fact that in the major reservoirs -- Toktogul'skoye, 
Nurekskoye, and others -- the water reserves that have been accumulated over a 
number of years have been completely depleted. 


All this causes well-substantiated concern about the fate of the future harvest. 

It is necessary right now to begin urgently to carry out measures to combat the 

low water supply, and to render practical assistance to the rayons that particularly 
suffered from the drought. The task of the party's oblast and rayon committees 

and the Soviet and economic agencies in the outlying areas consists in mobilizing 
the manpower and material-technical resources to lay cement linings in the canals, 
to drill wells, to install irrigation systems and to electrify them, and to 
construct bodies of water and small-scale reservoirs. It is necessary to take 

under special surveillance the preparation for vegetation at all the existing 
pumping stations and for the accumulation of water in the reservoirs. 


Comrades! Our plenumwill discuss the State Plan for the Economic and Social 
Development and the draft version of the State Budget for the republic for 1983. 
In the drafts that have been submitted by the government to the republic, there is 
a definition of the specific tasks for all branches of the economy and culture 

for every oblast and the Kara-Kalpak Autonomous Republic. 


Inasmuch as agriculture has already been mentioned, please allow me to dwell on 
several of the key tasks for the republic's party organization in developing 
other branches of the national economy. 


The preliminary results of the current year make it possible to conclude that most 
of the branches of the national economy will successfully fulfill the established 
plans and socialist pledges. 
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However, if one approaches everything achieved from the positions of tne require- 
ments stated at the 26th CPSU Congress and the May and November Plenums of the 
CPSU Central Committee, one must admit that we have been making far from complete 
use of our opportunities and reserves. 


A large number of shortcomings and unresolved problems exist in industry. The 
results of its work during the first ten months cannot fail to cause concern. 
With a planned rate of 5 percent for growth of production, it achieved only 3.6 
percent. Only one-third of the increase in the volume of production was 
achieved as a result of an increase in labor productivity. 


A difficult situation has been created in Andizhan Oblast. The industry in the 
oblast is feverish, there has been a worsening in the qualitative indicators, and 
during the first ten months of this year the rates for increase in the volumes 

of production were 98.4 percent, and labor productivitity, 89 percent. If no 
urgent steps are taken, the plan for the first two years of the five-year plan 
tor these indicators and for the production of most of the types of the articles 
by the branch can be disrupted. The similar situation is also observed in 
Syr-Darya Oblast. 


Many branches are making poor use of their production capacities, are failing to 
fulfill their delivery pledges, and are violating state and planning discipline. 


In order to overcome this lag, it is necessary to use all the economic, organiza- 
tional, and political means. It is necessary first of all to strive to increase 
the growth rates for labor productivity -- that very important indicator of 

the effectiveness of social production. Attention was directed to that once 
again at the November 1982 Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee. 


In the very near future the party's oblast, city, and rayon committees, together 
with the ministries and departments, must carefully analyze the activities of 
every lagging enterprise, shop, and sector, and must determine the specific steps 
for eliminating the shortcomings. They must take that work under the strictest 
surveillance and must correct the situation rapidly. 


A very important factor that is linked with the resolution of the problems 
confronting industry -- but not only industry -- is the further development and 
the steady operation of power engineering. That was emphasized in the strongest 
manner at the November Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee. All the party, 
Soviet, and economic organizations must regularly and concretely engage in ques- 
tions of economizing and thrift, and must wage a decisive struggle against poor 
economic practices and waste. 


A factor of exceptional importance for our republic is the development of agricul- 
tural machine-building. This is the very basis for the development of cotton- 
growing. The key problem here is the organizing of the production of more power- 
ful tractors. It is extremely important for us, within two or three years, to 
create a mondern engine-building production entity, so that, by the 60th anni- 
versary of our republic, we can begin the production of 100-horsepower engines for 
the MTZ tractors, and, i: 1985, give our country's cotton-growers 100-horsepower 
tractors with a hermetically sealed cab. 











At the Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee, emphasis was made of the need to 
accelerate scientific-technical progress, to achieve the broad and rapid intro- 
duction into production of the achievements of science, technology, and advanced 
experience. In September 1982 a plenum of the CPU Central Committee met to deal 
with this question. The plenum adopted specific measures for the further develop- 
ment of scientific research and for the introduction of new technology and new 
labor methods. 


And now it is a matter of the practical implementation of those measures, 
the use of all the levers for encouraging the combination of science and production. 


The questions that must be constantly in the center of attention of all the party 

and Soviet agencies are those involving the increase in the production of consumer 
goods. The enterprises that have been called upon to engage in the production of 

those commodities are not only the enterprises in group "B," but all the branches 

of industry. It is important to guarantee not only the increase in the production 
of these commodities, but also to improve their quality. 


In the resolution of the task. of increasing the production of consumer goods, 
a special role is played by the creation of branches of industrial enterprises in 
small cities and rural inhabited points. 


At the present time 350 branches and shops are operating there, and they are 
producing output valued at 465 million rubles. By the end of the five-year plan 
the republic is supposed to construct, in addition, 400 such branches with an 
annual volume of production of commodities and articles valued at 2 billion rubles. 
They will make it possible to involve 110,000 persons in production. 


The creation of branches requires the constant attention of the party committees 
and the administrators of ministries, departments, and associations. I feel that 
it is necessary to emphasize once more that this task is of great economic and 
social importance. It is a task whose resolution is linked with the further indus- 
trialization of the rural areas, the bringing of the village closer to the city. It 
is a task that is linked with the bringing into the ranks of the working class 
newer and newer segments of the population, and with the efficient use of labor 


resources. 


We are mentioning this once again because the creation of branches has not been 
organized at the proper level everywhere. Frequently the branches are very small- 
scale and are equipped with obsolete equipment, and the personnel turnover rate 

is high there. 


The UzSSR Council of Ministers must study the question of the further development 
of the branches of industrial enterprises in small cities and rural inhabited 
points and must make its recommendations. 


Large tasks confront construction workers. The chief task, as was emphasized by 
the November Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee, is the further reduction of 
the volume of uncompleted construction and the acceleration of the rates of acti- 


vation of fixed assets.

The party and Soviet agencies, the construction organizations, and ali the minis- 
tries and departments in the republic must guarantee the prompt activation primarily 
of the projects that are scheduled for activation in the next reporting period, 

the maximum concentration of the labor, material, and financial resources at those 
projects, and the organizing of the prompt delivery or raw and other materials and 
construction-planning and estimate documents, and equipment. It is necessary to 
introduce on a broader scale the progressive forms of organizing labor in construc- 
tion, and primarily the brigade contract. 


A factor of great, and I might even say decisive, importance for the successful 
fulfillment of the plans for the current year and next year is the operation 

of transportation, especially rail transportation, because the precision and 
efficiency of its operation determines the prompt delivery of the output to the 
broad consumer. 


The Administration of the Central Asian Railroad must take urgent and effective 

steps to satisfy the needs of the republic's national economy for shipments, the 
prompt delivery of raw and other materials, machines and machinery, agricultural 
output, fuel, and fertilizers. 


Comrades! The resolution of the tasks posed by the 26th CPSU Congress and by the 
May and November 1982 Plenums of the party's Central Committee requires the 
improvement of the organizing, political, and ideological work. 


It is necessary to mobilize all the means that are at our disposal, and to extend 
the broad propagandizing of the decisions of the Plenum of the CPSU Central Com- 
mittee and the documents of the 7th Session of the USSR Supreme Soviet. 


The party organizations must explain thoroughly the tasks posed in the speech by 
Comrade Yu. V. Andropov, and must link them inseparably with the assignments for 
the 1983 plan and with the practical affairs and tasks of every enterprise, 
every working collective, every worker. 


The main thing here is to strive for a situation in which the tasks posed by the 
Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee are viewed not only in the branch cross- 
section, but also in the cross-section for each plant, shop, sector, and work site. 


The decisions of the November Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee are a fighting 
program, a guide for action. The results of the Plenum of the CPSU Central Com- 
mittee must be discussed at plenums of the oblast, city, and rayon committees, 

at meetings of party activists, and at meetings of the primary party organizations. 
It is very important for them to be conducted in a businesslike manner, creatively, 
with special emphasis being made on the manner in which the Food Program is being 
fulfilled. 


The successful resolution of the tasks posed by the November Plenum of the CPSU 
Central Committee requires the improvement of the selection, assignment, and 
education of personnel. 


The present difficult year has shown us once again that wherever the party, Soviet, 
and economic workers do not resort to stereotypes in resolving tasks, but, rather, 
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resolve them creatively, analyzing the state of affairs thoroughly, and making 
the correct decisions, a high final result is achieved even under difficult 


conditions. 


Much has been done in our republic to reinforce with cadres the kolkhozes, sov- 
khozes, agricultural agencies, and all the links in the agroindustrial complex. 


At the same time, the present difficult year has indicated that not all our 
administrators have yet been able, under the complicated conditions, to find the 
ways to fulfill the plans. The party committees and the agricultural agencies 
must render assistance to these administrators and increase the demandingness 
toward them. 


The November Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee emphasized that the successful 
fulfillment of these plans requires that the people standing in the decisive 
sectors must be politically mature individuals, who are competent and in posses- 
sion of organizing cspabilities and a sense of the new. In a word, they must 

be people who have those qualities without which, in our time, it is impossible 
to administer modern production. 


The entire organizing and political work must be aimed at increasing the labor 

and political participation of the masses, at mobilizing them for the uncondition- 
al fulfillment of the plans and socialist pledges for the present year, and for 
the five-year plan as a whole. It is necessary to continue to develop the 
socialist competition, and to improve the organization of labor. 


Today this is a very important task of the party committees and the trade-union 
and Komsomol organizations. They must strive for a situation in which every 
worker is well aware that the fulfillment of the plan depends upon his labor 
contribution. 


We are approaching a glorious event -- the 60th anniversary of the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics. That date is filled with great social and 
political content and with special meaning. It reflects the historic path that 
has been traveled by our great multinational Motherland, and demonstrates the 
indisolluble moral and political unity of our society, and the triumph of the 
Leninist ideas of the friendship of nations. 


Under theleadership of the Communist Party, we have taken the heights. Ahead of 
us lie new goals. They have been defined by the decisions of the May and Novem- 
ber Plenums of the CPSU Central Committee. 


We are confronted by the task of fulfilling the high socialist pledges that were 
taken in all branches of the national economy for 1983. We are confronted by 
the task of achieving a further intensification of the entire social production, 
of increasing the effectiveness and quality of all our work, of increasing the 
labor productivity. We are confronted by the task of increasing the production 
of industrial output, and that of all branches of agriculture, of implementing 
the Food Program, of further developing our capital construction, developing the 
economy and culture, and raising the material standard of living of the nation.

SHEVARDNADZE CHAIRS SESSION OF REPUBLIC S&T COORDINATING COUNCIL

[Text] Our republic is carrying out purposeful work to 

implement the decisions of the 6th Plenum of the Central Commitee 
of the Communist Party of Georgia [CPG]. An active search is 
being made for new forms of organizing the partnership between 
scientific-research and production organizations, there has 

been an expansion in the sphere of application of the target- 
program method of resolving major scientific-technical problems, 
and an increase in its effectiveness. The activities of the 
party agencies which are aimed at accelerating the scientific- 
technical progress have become more effective and more concrete. 


The chief organizer of the fulfillment of the plenum's decisions 
and the coordinator in concentrating the efforts in the develop- 
ment of science and in accelerating the scientific-technical 
progress is the Republic Coordinating Council on Science and 
Scientific-Technical Progress, which is headed by Candidate 
Member of the Politburo of the CPSU Central Committee, First 
Secretary of the CPG Central Committee E. A. Shevardnadze. 


A regular session of the coordinating council was held. It was opened by Comrade 
E. A. Shevardnadze. 


An informational report on the organizing work to fulfill the decisions of the 6th 
Plenum of the CPG Central Committee which is being carried out by the sections and 
working groups of the coordinating council was given by Second Secretary of the CPG 
Central Committee G. V. Kolbin; Chief of the Science and Educational Institut ions De- 
partment of the CPG Central Committee, A. P. Sakvarelidze; Chief of the Propaganda 
and Agitation Department of the CPG Central Committee, N. Sh. Endeladze; and 


Secretary of Georgian Sovprof, L. S. Kharbediya. 


Academic Secretary of the Chemistry and Chemical Technology Branch of the GSSR 
Academy of Sciences, academician of GSSR Academy of Sciences G. V. Tsitsishvili 
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gave an informational report on the scientific research being carried out at 
4 


the institutes of the Chemistry and Chemical Technology 5rancs and the future 
prospects for introducing the results of that research into production. 


The rate of fulfillment of the republic plan for science and new technology was 
reported by Deputy Chairman of GSSR Gosplan I. S. Zhordaniya and First Deputy 
Chairman of the GSSR State Committee for Science and Technology, L. \. Okley. 


The session participants were informed about the recommendations made by the GSSR 
Ministry of Higher and Secondary Special Education and the GSSR Ministry of Fi- 
mance concerning the intensification of the ties of partnership between science at 
institutions of higher learning and production. A provisional statute was 
developed for the introduction, by way of an experiment, of a new, progressive 
system for the payment of labor and the providing of material incentives to the 
workers at institutions of higher learning and in production who successfully 
introduce innovations into practice. Corresponding recommendations will be sub- 
mitted in the near future to the bureau of the CPG Central Committee. An informa- 
tional report was given on the rate of implementation of the recommendations and 
reactions to the critical comments that were expressed at the 6th Plenum of the 
CPG Central Committee. 


Those who made statements at the session included GSSR Ministry of Public Health 

G. G. Lezhava; Chief of the Party-Organizational Work Department of the CPG 

Central Committee, Zh. K. Shartava; President of the Academy of Sciences of Georgia, 
Ye. K. Kharadze; and Deputy Chairman of the GSSR Council of Ministers, 0. Ye. 

Cher keziya. 


The results of the session was summed up by Comrade E. A. Shevarnadze. 


It was mentioned at the session that the Republic Coordinating Council and its 
working agencies had increased the activity rate of its work that is aimed at 
achieving the unconditional fulfillment, within the planned volume and within 
the planned deadline, of the assignments and the measures that were approved by 
the 6th Plenum for scientif ic-technical progress in the branches of the national 
economy. At the same time, the speakers also sharpened the attention to the 
shortcomings in this important matter. There has been an unjustified prolonging 
of the resolution of a number of vitally important questions. In the actions of 
the ministries and departments one observes a certain sluggishness and inertia in 
reorganizing all the work in the spirit of the requirements of the plenum. Not all 
the party organizations and committees in the outlying areas have become imbued 
with the idea of the necessity of effecting a sharp turn toward questions of 
scientific-technical progress and have not defined any concrete tasks or plan of 
action for themselves. Certain working groups in the coordinating council have 
been engaging with an insufficient amount of aggressiveness in questions that 

are included within their competency. 


Regional councils on science and scientific-technical progress have been created 
under many party rayon and city committees. However, they have not yet extended 
their work properly. 


Recently there has been an improvement in the drawing up of draft versions of 
republic plans for science and new technology. They encompass the associations and 











enterprises of union subordination and they contain assignments in unionwide 

and republic-level comprehensive scientific-technical target programs. [The 

state of balance with the material-technical and financial resources has been one 
of the reasons for the increase in the role of the plans for science and new tech- 
nology in the job of accelerating the scientific-technical progress. 


At the same time, the fulfillment of the plans for science and new technology 
reveal shortcomings and still have unresolved questions. The measures that are 
included in the plan continue to be undistinguished by any high effectiveness and 
they do not always correspond to the present-day level of domestic and foreign 
technology. As a whole the republic plan for science and new technology has not 
yet become the basic state planning document that effectively organizes the 
republic's entire national economy for the acceleration of scientific-technical 


progress. 


The coordinating council approved the activities of the institutes of the Chemistry 
and Chemical Technology Branch of the Academy of Sciences of Georgia. It was noted 
that their collectives, in addition to research on fundamental problems of modern 
chemistry, pharmacochemistry, and metallurgy, devote a large amount of attention 

to introducing the results of scientific research into the national economy and 

to the search for new forms of partnership ties with industrial enterprises. At 
the same time the scientific potential of the institutes in the branch is not 

being used completely, and not all the projects of an applied nature which are 
carried out in them find their proper application in the practical situation. 


It is the task of GKNT [State Committee on Science and Technology] and GSSR Gospian 
to be concerned constantly about the introduction of the achievements of domestic 
and foreign science and technology into the national economy, and to assure that 
not a single completed scientific-research project that is of interest for the 
further social and economic development of the republic is left without practical 
use. 


The coordinating council and its working agencies must work in a more purposeful 
manner with every ministry, large-scale industrial enterprise, and association. 
At the section sessions it is necessary to pose concrete questions and to make 
concrete decisions dealing with them, and to define specific deadlines for the 
elaborations, but, most importantly, the introduction. 


The acceleration of the introduction of the achievements of science and technology 
into practice is one of the strategic lines in the new five-year pian. It is 
necessary to increase the personal demand upon the managers of departments, 
enterprises, and institutes for the elaboration, assimilation, and production of 
new types of output, and for the introduction of advanced technological schemes. 
It is necessary to eliminate everything that hinders the introduction of that 
which is new. Production must be vitally self-interested in the rapid assimilation 
of the fruits of the mind and labor of the scientists and designers. The develop- 
ing industry requires the deepening of scientific research. The Georgian Academy 
of Sciences, and the State Committee for Science and Technology must deepen the 
cooperation between the institutes and the developing branches of industry. The 
search for new and improved forms of partnership is the chief task of the scien- 
tists and the production workers. In this direction it is necessary on a broader 
scale to study and use the experience of the union republics. Experience that is 
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interesting, for example, is that of the Ukraine in the area of cooperation 
between the Academy of Sciences and the major enterprises, associati nad 
ministries. Large opportunities are contained here and they must be used. 


fhe session participants discussed the need to introduce more broadly into the 
activities of the scientific institutions the principles of cost accountability. 
The institutes which can do that which is beneficial for production must seek 
additional sources for the formation of their budget. In this question there must 
be an increase in the role of the presidium of the Academy of Sciences and the 
State Committee on Science and Technology. 


An important place in the statements was given to the ideological and organizational 
support of the work of accelerating the scientific-technical progress. The means 

of mass information -- the press, radio, television, and popular-science motion 
pictures -- must increase their rate of activity in the area of propagandizing 

the scientific-technical knowledge, advanced experience in the area of the increase 
in labor productivity, and the search for reserves to increase the economic 


potential. 


in all this work a special role belongs to the Republic Coordinating Council and 
its working agencies -- the sections, subsections, and working groups. It is 
necessary for all of them to show more aggressiveness in resolving the questions 
that are included in their competency, and for them to locate and activate ali the 
reserves. Work that deserves special attention is the work of accelerating 
scientific-technical progress which is being carried out in the regions. 


With regard to all the questions that were discussed, the council specif ied 
definite measures and defined the responsible executors. 


Participants at the council session included Comrades G. A. Andronikashvili, D. I. 
Patiashvili, Z. A. Chkheidze, Deputy Chairman of GSSR Council of Ministers V. I. 
Vadachkoriya, and chiefs of departments of the CPG Central Committee 5. Z. 

Barsukov, B. D. Makharashvili, G. S. Mamatsashvili, L. I. Mgaloblisiwili, and L. 


Ya. Khaburzaniya. 
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
